MINING IN ALASKA. 

Anthentio Word From tlio Placer Camps on 
the.Yukoii— The New Ciinip at 
Glacier Creek. 

Skattle, July 19.— The first authentic 
word ftooi the placer camps on the upper 
Yukon waa bronght to the city yesterday by 

the steamship Exoelalor from St. Mlohaol'a, 
There the steamer P, B. Woare, from Fort 
Cudahy, 1,600 miles up the river, and known 
also as Forty Milo camp, had arrived a week 
before with several paaaengera for the South, 
Among those who oamo down the river thla 
spring la Dr. E. O. Crewe of San Francisco, 
who haa been in the Mines about a year and 
a half. He wintered last year an St. MIoh- 
aele, and went up the river to Sixty Mile 
oamp this spring. As an evidenos that there 
ia gold in the conntry Dr. Crewe baa several 
large nuggets for exhibition, the largest of 
whlob ia worth $52 Notwithstanding this, 
Dr. Crewe says the Yukon is a good country 
to stay away from now. It is simply over- 
run with men. Wages are $10 a day, us 
they have been in the pist, bub there are 
fifteen men for every such job. Tho rush 
this summer has been unpreoedontod. Tho 
large body of minora— -100 to 500— who v.-cnt 
in by way of Junoau and ChllUut puaa, ar- 
rived at the camps before the steamer got 
np tho river, and all left at once for the var- 
ious placers. When the ateamer.arrlved all 
had gone. 

A new placer camp named Glacier orook 
was atruck last fall, and prospaota well. 
Tho proepects for all the camps are good, 
though lb was too early when ho loft to get 
at tho actual figures. If tho summer's 
proapectlng turns out well Dr. Crewe thinka 
that from 1,000 to 1,500 men will winter on 
tho river this year, but if they do not strike 
lb the majority will try bo gob oub of the 
country. There are already a lob of men 
getting out. UnleBS they gob money thoy 
win have to get oub or starve. Not another 
dollar of credit can bo got in the Yukon 
country. Glacier creek la even a bettor 
camp than Miller creek, which had boon the 
banner strike up to last year. Glacier creek 
is a branch of GO-Mile creek and the oamp 
of that name is but four or five miles from 
Miller oreek oamp. To reach both camps 
from Fort Cudahy there is a tow np 40-Mile 
creek by canoe and a portage of several 
miles aorosa oonntry. 

Regarding the abortneaa of provlalona last 
winter, be says there was- enough to last 
through, bub that ia all thab can be aaid of 
lb. The greateab shortage oame from a 
aoaroity of game in the fall. In fact there 
waa no wild meat to be had till after 
Chrlstmaa.

The Times " on J^ord Rlpon's DIspatchea on 

the Besolntions Passed at the 
Ottawa Conference. 

London, July IV. — Tho Times to-morrow 
will publish two dispatches from the Mar- 
quis of Rlpon, late Seorebary of State for 
Foreign AfiFalrs, to the Governor-General ot 
Canada, the Governor of the Anatra- 
Han Colonies and the Governor of CapB' 
Colony, dated June 28, conveyin{f 
the viewa of the government on the reiolu- 
tions of the Ottawa oonferenoe. After 
mentioning the two firatreaolntions, it givaa 
the third in fall, of whfoh lb aaya : <' Wlbli 
the preamble to the reeolutlon the feeling 
nob only of the government, but of the 
entire population of the conntry. Is In 
hearty sympathy. The unanimity of 
aentimenb which prevailed throughout 
tho conference on thia noint his boon noted 
v/ith pleasure by the Government, and with 
regret, therefore, they feel compelled to 
express grave doubts as to whether the 
fiscal policy which has boon adopted by the 
majority of tho canferenco as a 
means of securing its objects is 
really calculated to promote It. 
Tho dispatch then proceeds to show tho dis- 
advantage of the proposed policy, which 
would not only neccssltato an inoreasod tax- 
ation, bub would involvo a serious neb loss 
to trade, tho burden of which would fall 
with the greatest severity upon thoae parts 
of tho empire having t!io largest proportion v; 
of foreign trade, and tho loss to those parts 
would far outweigh tho gain to tho other 
parts, 

" If the differentiation were confined to 
some specified articles the difficulties of ar- 
riving at an equitable arrangement would 
ba In no wise diminished, no practical stand- 
ard Is Buggeated by which the value of the 
conccaslona made on each aide oonld be tried 
nr adjuated in a aatiafaobory manner. 
It would be dlfficnlt for one oolony to give a 
preference in trade with another aolely ab 
tiie expense of the foreigners without di- 
verting trade from the mother oonntry 
or from sister colonies which are 
nob parties to tho arrangement. Ser- 
ious injury might thus bo inflicted upon 
tho cimmerco of tho neighboring colonies, 
and an unfriendly feeling generally, which 
might provoke rotaliation. In any case lb 
would estrange tho colonies concerned In a 
manner not conducive to the groat aim which 
the oonfereoce had in view."

British Colnmbia Salmon Fleet for 
1895 -The "Bskdale" Arrives 
From the Orient. 



Latest Advices From Sealers Over 
the Sea— Pasaengers From 
Saa Francisco. 

Although 1895 was generally expected to 
be an " off year " Id the aulmon industry, 
this Beason'a pack promiseB, if the import' 
anoe of the fleet chartered to carry It to the 
old oonntry is any iadioation, to be one of 
the largest on record. This oonolnaion is, 
however, based only on ihe number of ves 
eela oomprlalng the floob and, of course, their 
relative connago. The veaaela are now all 
on thoir way here from different partaof the 
world, some in ballast and othera with cargo. 
One is a brand new ship flying the British 
colore, ODmlog out {com Kswoaatle, for 
Turner, Bseton & Co. All with the excep- 
tion of one Are over 1,000 tons register. 
Where each vessel will load is a iiltlu prnb- 
lematiaal as yet, but according to present in- 
tentions Yiocorla will as usual be the loading 
point for moot i f thorn. It la a matter of 
great iniportunoo Hint oaoh should get a 
full loud of (i.khmn, for to complete a 
cargo with pother freight would no doubt 
moan a loss to the ohippor, tho diaposal of 
that added fruighc being moonvonleut and 
undesirnblo.

THE BSKDALB ARBIVBS. 

Between 5. and 6 o'clock last evening tho 
Bteamahip Eltkdale, of the N. P. atnamship 
line, doaked at the outer wharf, 17 d lys cud 
from Yokohama. She la a tramp steamer, 
only under charter to the Northern PaciSc 
company for the trip to be completed whan 
her cargo is diaobarged at Taooma. She 
was, it oppoars, chartered to relieve tho 
regular veaaels of the line of aome of the 
ruah caused by the large tea shipmenis, and 
her cargo, u list tf which haa already been 
given in these <:olumns, conalsts chit-fly of 
this aeaaon's teas. She brought for Victoria 
about 250 tone and for San Franoifco a 
much larger oonaignmEnt, all of which was 
as usual landed here, the Eikdale etayingin 
port until about 3 o'clock thia morning 
Two diatreeaed seamen named Riobard Stir- 
ling and William McNulty of the schoonera 
Rosie Olaon and Vera wore the only pissen- 
gers brought by tho ateainthip, she being a 
much similar veaoel to the Strathnevia, the 
last N. P. steamer in port, if which one 
choracterieilc was an entire absence of pas- 
senger accommodation. Oa tho voyage but 
one bad day's weathur was experienced, and 
that was on the 8rd mac, whpn a gale 
started about noon and continued with groat 
force until early morning. The ahiplahored 
yery heavily while it lasted and sea after 
aea broke over her deck fore and aft. In 
No. 1 hold her cargo shifted, and minor 
damage was done but the ship herself ana- 
tained no injuries. Apart from this gale 
the weather was fine, and the monotony of 
the voyage was not broken by sight of a sail 
of any kind until the Straita were reached. 
The Eskdale ia not quite ao largo a cargo 
carrier aa the Strathnevls. Sbo has 
» deok forward from the rear 
eif bbo pilot houae and a well 
deok| aft. On the extreme forward is a 
lookout bridge. There are an upper and a 
lower navigatiof; bridge aa well, back of 
which oomos tho wheel and chart house. 
The KsKdale was built on the Clyde two 
years ago and haa since seen many parts of 
the world, her next trip being, it is under- 
stood, to tho Cape of Good Hope with lum- 
ber from the Sound. Her crew have, with 
but few exceptions, been with her ever since 
she was launched. Her cfScera are : Cap- 
tain, C. Hauaton ; mate, C. R. Allanson ; 
second ofBoer, William J. Hamilton ; third 
ofScer, Robert Muir ; chief engineer, George 
Brown ; second engineer, Robert Ramaay ; 
third engineer, JohnSymington ; and fourth 
engioeer, Thomns Freeman. All tho mail 
which arrived on the ntoamor was landed 
hero (or diatribution, that fjr tho Sound go- 
ing over on the Ci'y of Kingston last even- 
ing. Tbero wore eome aoalsklnoin tho cargo 
in transit to England, being the catches of 
Mr. Wm. Munaie'a achoonero on tho Japan 
•oast.

SEIZURKS OF SEALERS. 

Col. Prior's Siieech KegarUlDg the Cuiiiurc by 
the Rasslana of the " Uarmollte '' 
and " Willie Gowan." 

The matter of the aoizuro of two li C. 
sealing echooncrB, the Ci'.rmo'i'e and tho 
Willie Gowan, having been brMi«ht up in 
the House of Omnioua on the 1 ii inat. by 
Mr. Davies, P 10,1 . 

Mr. Prior said : Aa the matter now under 
disouBsioa Is one of groat moment to ovory 
person in British Gi lumbia, ocncornod, ao 
that province is in the seihling industry, In 
which a largo number of men are employed 
and a large amount of capital ia Invested, I 
may be allowed to say a few worda on tho 
BDbjnot before ua. Firab of all, I wish to aav 
that I am very glad Indeed my hon. friend 
from Queen's (Mr, Davint) has seen fib to 
bring thia matter up. I am glad not only 
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epeaklng for myaelf but also on behalf of the 
ether menibera from British Columbia, that 
this matter has been brought up by a gen 
tlen.an boldiop the high position that he 
does in Her Majesty's Opposition, and who 
has manifested on this occasion euch great 
fairness towards tho government and also 
CO tho members from the Pacific coast. Some 
people might ask perhaps : how ia it a Brit- 
ish Columbia member did not bring this 
matter before the house 1 All that I can 
say is that we did not do it for one ve-y 
good reason ; and that was wc did not eee 
what good it would do, since wo were in con- 
stant touch with the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries und on all oooasions wore told how 
matters were going. Wo wero allowed 
to know as much as ho could possibly tell us 
and wo felt that tho interests of the Bealere 
wero looked after aa well us they poBeibly 
could 1)0. With regard to the aeizures 
thoniBolves, as the hon. member for Qaeen's 
line eaid, anybody who takes tho trouble to 
r^ad all iho oorrospondonoo in the b'uo book 
will BOO that they wore poifeotly unjualiti- 
ablo in tho cases of theao two schooners, 
rho Russian commission sots that fortli with 
10 uncertain sound. That makes it very 
Mficult for tho owners and the soaiors 
themsolves to understand why it is no deter- 
mination has been come to with the Im- 
perial government, and why it Is oompouBa- 
tion baa not been paid. Of course, from the 
explanation made by the Minister of Jus- 
tice, it ia easy to see that these things can- 
noc bo done in a day, or a month, or perhaps 
a year, where two large powers are contest- 
ing over a matter of thie sort. The Do- 
minion governmest, I firmly believe, haa 
done all it ooald, and it io moat aatisfaotory 
tn hear that atated by an hon. member of 
the oppoaition. The British Columbia mem- 
bers, who are supporters of this government, 
might well make that statement, but it 
comes with much greater force from hon. 
gentlemen on the other aide of the house. 
In regard to the treatment of the crews, 1 
thick all must agree that it was most in- 
bospitable, and I think wo may say it was 
cruol. There may bo a diflerenco of opinion, 
considering thst tho ovidenco ni the two 
captains wat. non cxictly the same, but one 
who known anything of Russian treatment 
of priio.'.ere or anybody else, can see that 
perhaoa ihe treatment they tneted out 
ihofo captains and craws was r.ot 
what a Bnlieher would think was i| tiie 
kind treatment. This matter of comp.iisa- 
tion being withheld is a very serlouo on-' to 
these men, and I am sure that the whole 
house must wish to see a final settlement ar- 
rived at as speedily as possible. I trust the 
boo. Minister of Marina and 'Flaberiea and 
alto tho Minister of Justice will continue to 
press upon the government, as we see thoy 
have done hitherto, tho nocoesity of a speedy 
settlement, not only of these claims, but of 
any other claims that are still unsettled. I 
think it is a pity, to say the leaat of it, that 
the Imperial government, in their wisdom, 
have seen fit to refuse permission to thia 
government to publish the evidence and the 
correspondence that haa taken place. It ia 
very hard Indeed to make men who are in- 
terested in a oaae like tbia, tc la very hard 
to make aealers believe that aa much as 
poaalble la being done for thero, anleas they 
oan see aome doonmentary proof of the fact. 
Now that there ia a new government in Eng- 
land, I hope the matter will not be shelved 
by them for what thoy may oonalder more 
important mattcra. The Miniater haa juet 
Itated that Lord Roaebery's government 
wore most fair about It and did all they 
possibly could, and I only truat the present 
Imperial government will take the matter 
up, and before another meeting of thia 
house those sealers who have lost so much 
and have been put to so muoh Inconvunlenoe 
will be recompensed for the trouble and 
anxiety they have sntTerod.

THE BRITISH MLBOTIONS. 

lb la evident that tho victory of tho Con- 
nervativea in Great Britain will be more 
complete than the most sanguine memburs 
of tho party anticipated. At tho cloao of 
the polia on Ihuraday -143 eleotiona bad 
been declared, and of bheae the Unionleta 
won 305, giviof; the Government a majority 
of 167. It la not expected that this dispro- 
portion between the parties will be kept up, 
bat it is absolutely certain that the Liberals 
can do very little towarda retrieving their 
losaea. Tho total nambar oi membora ia 
670, BO that the number of eleotiona atiU 
to be held and declared waa then 
227. The total reealt will therefore 
this morning be pretty well known. 
The Liberals have lost in all the Three 
Kiogdoma, bub their exact loss in each ia 
nob at the time we write knon^n. Ireland 
aenda 103 membera to Parliamonb, Scotland 
72, and Walea 30. The Lifaerala expected 
to get majorities in each of theao diviaiona, 
but appearances indioB-to that they will be 
disappointed as to Soobland and perhaps 
Wales. Ireland is divided, but giving the 
Liberals both the Parnellites and the anti- 
PAmellitea bbeir Irish majority will, in all 
probability, be lesa than it waa. It wonid 
appear as if the Home Rulers wanted to dia- 
guet tho English oonstituenciea and to do 
their oaaae in Great Britain all the hurm 
thoy poaaibly could, when they elected 
the prisoner Daly to a eoab in Parlia- 
ment, lb ia diffioulb to eatimuto 
bow many votea they loat in Groat 
Britain by this saicldal proceeding. The 
Liberals had hoped that London would have 
ioae better for them than it did in 1892, but 
It haa cot. Tho truth ia that tho Liborala 
were diaoredltod in the whole of England. 
(Ehia is shown by the anmber of aeata they 
loab ontright, and by the diminiahed majori- 
tiea of the membera of their party who wore 
retnrned. Tho defeat of Sir Vernon Har- 
court and Mr. John Morley must be a sore 
blow ond a great discouragement to the 
Liberal party. When men of their standing 
and ability arc beaten in constituouciea con- 
aldered sure by their own party, it will have 
to be acknowledged that the oauao of 
which they are the champions is, for a time 
at any rate, a fallen ono. It will take the 
Liberals a lont; tinio to recover from the 
blow they have just reoeived, and the Un 
ionlata, if they are wise and keep together 
may make anre of a lonsf leaae of power. 

A TIMELY UTTERANCE. 

The following article from the Montrea 
Herald is so jodicioua, so reasonable and in 
every way well-suited to meet the diilicul 
ties of the political aitucktion that we could 
not reaisb the temptation to produce it en 
tire. It ia headed The Late Unpleasantnoaa 
at Ottawa : 

The withdrawal by Sir Adolphe Caron 
and the Hon. Mr. Gaimeb of their reaigna 
tioDB terminates a crisis that waa less dan- 
gerous to the Conaorvative party than to tho 
weil-beicg of the country. The worat mis- 
fortune that ooald happen to Canada would 
be for its political divisiona to be drawn 
upon sectarian linea. Had the Trenoh Min 
istera peraieted in retiring the result would 
have been to preolpltato a general election, 
with the aohool qneabion for the main issue, 
and a reaaonable certainty of the new Par- 
liament being leaa favorable to reme- 
dial legialation than the old ono. 
It ta diffionlb to aee in what way 
a revolt of the French Conaervativos 
ooald promote the interests of the Roman 
Catholic minority in Manitoba ; it is nob 
diiBoulb to see that by wrecking tho Govern 
mont on this issue tho spiTit of conciliation 
and concoBsiou which now prevails among 
the vast majority of Protestant Conaorvu- 
tivea might have been weakened or de- 
stroyed. A<)Uoation involving roapocb for 
tho rights of a roligioua minority and re- 
spoot for tho autonomy of a province, two 
principles now brought into real or apparent 
oonQiot, cannot bo too doiicatoly liandlod. 
Such a problem ia not to ba solved by 
" floats ond gibes ond anoers," nor even by 
tho clamours of noisy extremiata. lb is em- 
inently desirable that Federal interforenoo 
in provinplal afiaira ahould only bo adopted 
aa "Ik ■ laid reaort. A conforonco, 
nob - a oorrespondenoo, between the 



Dominion and Manitoba Governmonta 
ought to render Federal interferenco un- 
nEcesgary. The Manitoba Government ia 
aware of the fact that tho power to enforce 
tho spirit of the Privy Counoil'a judgment 
reata at Ottawa and that ib ia intended to 
exeroiae that power. Under aaoh oiroam- 
stanocs the Frovlnoial Governmanb would 
maintain Ita own dignity and oonaulb the in- 
tereata of Ita electorate by meeting the Otta- 
wa Govarnment in a cpirib of friendly, mu- 
tual oonoeaaion. The Domiulon Govern' 
meat has manifeated anoh a eplrlb even at 
the co3t of jeopardizing ita own exint'ence. 
For many reaaona ib ia preferable 
r.bat the Manitoba Leilialatnre, rathf^r thun 
I'arliament, ahould deal with bhia queatiou. 
A remedial law enacted at Ottawa, with 
more or lesa haste, would become part of 
the conatitutioD and no matter what its Im- 
perfections would be almost Impoaaible of 
amendment. Ko it good or bad, it would 
moat aaaurodly have to run tho gauntlet of 
the courts for many years, and during all 
that time would keep alive puoaicnB and 
prejudices that iiad botlor bo allowed to die. 
The enforcement cf » Federal law by 
Federal maohinory, and tho impositio:: and 
oolleotion of a separate aohool tax by Federal 
ctlioers are all evils that in the intereata of 
tho whole people of Manitoba oaght, if pos- 
sible, to be avoided. 

aaUBRAL BOOTH'S COLON Y. 

There are many Gjinadiina who look upon 
General Booth's oolooiitation scheme with 
diatrnab. They fear that the ooloniata, no 
matter huw carefully they may be chosen, 
will not be a valuable acquisition to tho 
population of tho country. It is understood, 
of course, that they will bo put upon tho 
land, but it is natural, and pertinent as well, 
to ask, Can they be kept there ? This is a 
free country, and if Mr. Bootb'a ooloniata 
get weary of life on the farm, aa many of 
them no doubt will, who is to compel them 
to remain on it '.' Will not a oonaiderublo 
proportion of thorn before very long drift to 
the towns and form a moat undesirable ad 
dition to their populations 1 Commandant 
Booth la represented aa aaying : 

We do nob intend to send anyone bob the 
very beat and meat desirable aebtlors. If a 
man who baa been brought up in London, 
lab na aay, wiabed bo emigrate to Canada 
and live on oar reserve, we ahould at onco 
aend him to one of our home oolonlea, where 
he would be taught to work on a farm and 
to make himself acquainted with everything 
which he ought to linow. He would be un 
dor tho auporviaion of experienced agrioul- 
turiats, and would be compelled to paaa an 
examination before being allowed to go over 
the seas. 

It ia believed in this country that ib ia 
pretty hard even for the Salvation Army to 

drive the old Adum out of a man or a wo- 
man in whom ho has exhibited himsolf un- 
pleasantly, and oonacquently there are many 
in it who are friendly to the Salvation Army 
and wish well to its echemea who would 
rather that General Boobb would planb his 
colony in acme other country than theirs, 
and in some other neighborhood than the 
one in which thoy have settled. This is the 
explanation the Canadian Gazette (London) 
makes of General Booth's oolonlzition 
scheme: 

The plan which the Army authorities 
have Bubmittod to the Dominion Govern- 
ment lacks nothing in courage. Thoy ask 
for a tract of land to he made over to the 
" General " in trust for the Army, such 
land to revert to the Government should it 
ever be devoted to any uses other than those 
specified in tho agreement whiob the Gov- 
ernment might aee fit to make. We do not 
quite know where sncb a tract of Govern- 
ment land ia to be found nndet the aystem 
of alternate Government and railway or 



Canada ut present eqaala or exceeda thab o.^ 
Ireland or of Scotland, not to mention 
WaioB, and on the poesible euppoaition that 
Home Rule similar to that enjoyed in the 
Dominion and the oolonios wtre given for 
the conduct of local afiaira to Eoglacd, to 
Scotland, to Ireland and to Wales, aa ia 
aerionsly advccited now, the reprcsontatlon 
of the aeveral groupa of dependencies be- 
yond the aeaa in an Imperial Parliament at 
Weatminater would nob take an ineignificact 
place, even at the present hour, beaide the 
repreaentabiven of the aeveiFal aaotlona of 
bhe United Kingdom. Ten or fifteen or 
twenty years would plaoe the repieieDtation 
of tho colonial groups in oven a more oon- 
epicuouB posiiioD, and as, whether we are in 
Australia or South Africa, Canada or New 
Zealand, we are merely Britons parted for 
the time in residence by acme thonsand 
leagues of water from the ahorea of the 
British Islands, our intereab in the common 
welfaro of the Empire ahonld be equally 
worthy of consideration aa if we were 
domiciled in Yorkshire or Carnarvon, in 
Tipperary or Argyle." 

Is thia a mere idle dream impoaaible of 
realization, or la ib the forecaab of a aagaoiona 
man who has taken a correct view of the 
tondonoiea of tho time 1 Wo feel very much 
inclined to believe that our Now Z;aland 
conten. ^.orary ia a clover and a courageous 
thinker, and the condition of things which 
ho foreahadowa ia very far indeed from 
being impossible. Modern Inventions have 
already brought countries so close together 
that moro diatatico ia not an obataolo 
to union. And who knows whot 
will be tlio cliecoverioH and inventions 
of the future. Time being made I he mea- 
sure of distance, Now ^iealand ia nob ao far 
from London to-day aa Halifax or New 
York waa in tho days of our grandfathers. 
And it ia vastly easier now for a oltizan of 
London to oommuuicate with Montreal or 
even Vlotorin, 15 0., than it was in tho 
good old times to gul) news from the North 
of Scotland. Thia fact alone leasena the 
dlfficuitlea that He In the way of the fodera- 
tion of the British Empire immoaaurably, 
and people living in all parts of it are begin- 
ning to realize that the main obstacle to the 
olcaeat union baa diaappeared.

Does tho govornmenb of 
Canada want men 1 Hero then is a grand 
ohunco to got them, and to get the very best 
and most suitable ones. I know there are 
BOmo people who aay ' Oh bub we watt 
pr.iciioLil Eiifjllbli farmers who have £200 or 
£S00 in thoir pockets to come and soctle in 
our Nortliwest.' I daresay ; a very lauda 
ble wish, but I toll you, you are nob going to 
got many of them. When a man haa a com 
iortable home in England and baa apant hia 
life in scraping together £200 or £260, be is 
nob going to leave everything and come out 
to a strange country and invest what he baa 
labored ao hard for among atrangera, and 
really begin life over ugaio.

CUBAN INSURGENT DEFEAT. 

Prolonged Fighting— Intensely Bad Feellne 
Between Leaders. 

Havana, July 19 —A detachment of the 
Second battalion of marine infantry at San 
Diego de Lavolla, province of Santa Clam, 
engaged a band of insurgents. Gen. Luguo, 
having been^informed that Itbe insurgent 
leader, Bermndez, Intended to bnm the vil- 
lage of San Diego de Lavella, ordered a de- 
tachment of 630 men of the marine infantry 
and fif oeen volunteers to defend tbe plaor. 
The troopp, upon arriving at tbe scene of 
oporations, found that the village was sur- 
rounded by about ,S00 insurgenta, who bad 
been keeping up a heavy fire on the little 
garrison. The latter resisted gallantly un- 
til the reinforcements arrived, when the 
marinas, under Capt. Duenas, attacked, 
routed ond dispersed tho insurgents, who 
eft twelve dead and twenty wounded on 
tho field. Barmudez 'and his lieutenant, 
Limerez, were wounded. The troops loat 
three killed and four wounded. Capt. Due- 
nas was slightly wounded in the hand, but 
kept on in pursuit of the insargents, and 
tho newB of further fighting ia expected at 
any moment. 

The band of incurgenta, commanded by 
Ziyas, has boon routed. Tho chitfj of tho 
committee of autonomiata, at Cienfuogoa, in 
the Sagua diatrict, have raised a band of 
inaurgonta. There was prolonged fighting 
on Sunday last ut Vanezaela, near Bttrran 
cas, throo leagues from Manzanillo. Firing 
waa heard from o'clock in tho morning 
until 5 o'clock in tho evening. Gomez is 
understood to have left tbe province of 
Puerto Principe, intondicg to unite his 
forces with those of insurgents at Cor'ji. 
There ia said to be bad feeling between 
Maaso and Maoeo, and it is reported that 
the bands of the iDsnrgents under these two 
leaders are almoab ready to fight each other. 
Tbe oange of thia ill feeling is said to be that 
Maaso'a whites are not willing to servo 
under tho colored cfficers, and the whites 
are also reported to be opposed to burning 
property and killing defenceless people. It 
is added that Masso ia deatrons of leaving 
Cuba.

SIR FRANK SMITH. 

His Explanations In the iSenate ou 
the Position He Oe- 
cnpies. 



The GoTernment Have Acted ia an 
Equitable and Proper 
Manner. 



In the Senate on the 11th instant, after 
the Premier had made hia etatement re- 
garding the political situation. 

Sir Franic Smith said : On this oooaslon I 
Bt&nd in a very peculiar poaltion, for the 
reason that it has been inainuBted ontaide of 
thia House within the last few days that the 
Irish Catholioa were untrne to their prinoi 
pies, and untrue to the minority of thia 
country, and untruo to the onactiiionb of the 
remedial iegialation for the bencSt of the 
minority in Manitoba. I think I shall bo 
enabled to oonvinoe the House that I for 
one am neither untrue to the minority in 
Manitoba nor to tho Dominion at lurgo. ! 
have been identitiud with my friends in re 
ligiouB matters, and iiavo been connected 
with tho RoQiun Citholio ohurch sinco my 
childhood — In fact I was born a Komuu 
Catholic. I urn sorry that I am an unwor- 
thy representative of that church, but while 
1 say that, I aay that the man does not live 
who can nay that I ever flinch when nnoeB' 
alty requires me there, I want those who 
are of a different ortf(in from me not to in 
sinuate that) I am {Dfrioglug npon the oauje 
that I ougho to nphold beoause I aslc for a 
short delay. This question has been before 
the country five years, and I auk any roa 
sonable maD,olerKyman or layman, any man 
of a religioua mind, in thia country, if a do 
lay of five months ic an unreasonable re 
quest for the fjovernmeuD to ask, for 
the purpose of piving time to make 
an effort) to uuttle a great question, 
a vexed question, a question that 
we must; all bo iotorcsted in, to eettio it) am- 
icably, rather than force the power of tha 
Dominion parliament upon the province of 
Manitoba ? I any that for one 1 would take 
my eharo of tho blame. I am idenlifled on 
thia oooisioa with tho govornment. I have 
supported the Prime Minister on that ques- 
tion. I have done so, not for tho bonoht of 
any one creed or race of thia country, or not 
for the benefit of any locality, but for the 
benefit) of the Dominion at large. I believe 
now, and I believed when I was giving niy 
vote in that council to delay that matter, 
that time brought many things to an arnica 
ble settlement, and that it was true and 
right for mo to give my support to the Prime 
Minister. On thia occaaion, I am told, that) 
I waa the first to vote in favor of delay, 
am not going to aay whether I did so or not. 
If anyone says so he could only have learned 
it from the council boaid, and he was not at 
liberty to speak, who voted first on a ques 
tioQ of that kind or on any other question 
that came bafore that oounoil. I say that 
those things are unfair to those people who 
belong to the oablnet, and unbecoming to 
men of honor and men who talse a solemn 
oath and deolariition going 
there not to divulge anything 
that comes . faito the oounoii, and 
not to blame one member more than another, 
but that every man when he walks out of 
the Cabinet shall take the responsibility of 
the decision of the Cabinet as a body, let it 
be right or wrong. When they aro not 
pleased with tho decision of the Cabinet 
they should step out. 1 do not want to 
flinch from any reBponaibility in »tiy shape 
or form. I want to say ibis, that iry judg- 
ment has been given for tha bentllt; ot the 
Dominion at large, and I pleaded with the 
hon. gentleman who has just spoken to the 
best of my ability to remain in the Cabinet 
and help us who were workinc; in the cause 
that he has at heart, but wo could not agree 
on the time of putting this legislation be 
fore Parlioment. There aro seven provinces 
In thia Dominion, six of wbich are not 
afTeoted In any shapo or form in the matter 
A large majority of tboao eix provinces 
haye asked for delay. Why should they 
not consider that reasonably and well before 
we put a large number of people in those 
provinces in a false position and force a bill 
on them until everything in the shapo of 
attempts to secure an amioablo settlement 
are exhausted '! And it may never be neces 
sary to put a bill before tho House. If that 
day should oome I should be delighted to 
see it, and If that does not come I stand 
here to say that I pledge myself before 
thia House and before the country 
that I will stand and fight for remedial 
Iegialation and to do justice to the minority 
of the Province of Manitoba, and I am aorry 
to see the m>tn who saya he is so deeply in- 
terested, that It aETcota him so deeply, that 
he muBt, because ho cannot pot every iiiaii 
to comply with his views in tlie cnuuoil, 
throw up tho eponfjo and go ou" of tho cab- 
inet. Hn ijuyH hi) is not euro wholliur thoy 
will eve;- ho ublo to bring this on or not. I 
say thii that document which was read by 
tho P/emior hero Inat Monday w.ia not ia- 
sued for fivlao purposes. The Prima Minis- 
ter to-day bus no euch intention. The largo 
mujirity of tho people of thia country have 
no intoutioD of doing iiaytliiug of that kir.d, 
and the )vornment aro honest in their in- 
tentions. When that day comes, and J see 
any failure to do what in right; and proper, 
I shall be the first mun fo declaro wur on tho 
govornmonb, and nay "You are unworlliy 
of beiiit; representativea of tho country.' 
Then I would vote agnioet them. on that oc 
casion, and perhaps do lib tho hon. gentle- 
man hae done to-iiay, but I do not want to 
be one of those v^ho will put t he pistol to a 
miiu'fi broasb and eay that " You must stand 
aud deliver now, there ia no time given. 
Ynn must bring (t before this present em 
slon, or if you do not wo will leave the cub 
inet and npsot tho government and lot you 
go to Jeriobo." 

Mr. Angers— That was not said. 

•Sir Frank Smith — There ia something at 
the bottom of this. Those gentlemen think 
that perhaps they can form an alliance that 
will he more convenient to them. They 
should not feel that. Wo havo rijfueod thorn 
nothing All we ask ia a short postpone- 
ment, aud they are not as true rppresontu-

tives of Qoebec as we are repreooK'tativea of 
Ontario. They should stand at the helm, 
they rhotild fight for their hlS, and when 
the Uati effort waa made it would be time 
enoafth for thtm to leave fhe ship. As an 
Ir'ihb Catholio from the Proylnoe of Ontario, 
[ am boond to stand hy the minority of 
Manitoba, and I ask for what ia reasonable, 
but nothing more. I am bonnd bo do what 
1 think ia for the benefit of the Dominion at 
Urge, and nothing else. I am bound to wait 
the time, and not put other men, our Gol- 
ler guoD, in a false position. Our friends in 
thij other bouao and the country should not 
bo driven Into a false position. Let linm 
and truth and good feeling bo tried by oil 
of us, and tho extreme men on all sides mui t 
give way. You will find the Protestant 
majority of this country will support the 
government, and return them here, beoause 
they did not lllnoh from doing their duty. 
1 say you will eoe our government come 
back with a sweeping majority here, and the 
times of the extromlsis on both aides will be 
Bet aaido. Parliament will go on, and the 
Conservative patty will tell this country 
that thoy are going to do justice to tho mia 
ority, no matter what their race or orotd 
may be. I would not havo said so much on 
this occasion if it had not been stated 
outsido that I had deserted tho French 
Canadians There is no suoh thing. 
There ought to be no Quebec or Ontario ; 
there ought to bo a Dominion, and that is 
all, «c(l that Dominion we ought all to bo 
proud of. I am aorry that my hon. friend 
has deeorted tho govornment, but cannot 
support him simply beoause ho is a Frcnoh- 
Canadian, I would net support an Irish 
Catholio becauae of hia creed and origin. 
There ought to ho an end of those dlfierenccs 
of race and oreod in this oountry, especially 
In the Senate, which is called the upper 
bouse. There should be no snoh thing as a 
man differing from another beoause he is a 
Protestant or because he is of French or 
Irish origin, I would not bavesaid so muuh 
If it had not been asserted outside that I am 
untrue to the minority of Manitoba, and un 
true to the Freooh Canadians of the coun 
try. Suoh is not the case. I have faith In 
the government, and in the Conservative 
party, a'jd I believe that the majority of the 
people of Canada have faith in them. If 
they have not, they will send ua home, and 
other gentlemen can take this side of the 
liouBO and wo will take the other, but that 
time has not come. In conclusion, let me 
say that the day is not far distant when tho 
hon. gentleman (Mr. Angers) will bo sorry 
for tho course ho has taken to-day, and his 
people will find fault with him. I would 
not be afraid to go on any platform in the 
provin;)0 of ()iieiieo and lay thia whole caao 
before them, and got tho verdict of the peo 
pie tiiat tho govornment have acted In an 
c(|uitable and proper manner under all tho 
ciroumetanoos. 

Mr. O'Donoboo — I would liko'to ask the 
hon. gentleman this question : Suppose, 
btfnre January, that his colleagues from 
Ontario, sooner than submit to remedial leg 
islation. would resign ; in thot case, what 
would become ( f remedial legislation ? He 
does not think it improbable that his col- 
leagues would abandon their position sooner 
than submit to remedial legislation, and if 
they did submit, he questioned very much 
whether he would ever see them returned to 
parliament again. 

Sir Frank Smith said, In answer to the 
question, that If one gentleman steps oat and 
declares that be Is no longer a Minister of 
the Crown, bis place would be filled ; and 
if more step out there are men at the helm 
who will stand by thia country, and the pie- 
sent Prime Minister baa the courage and 
pluck, and hia followers will stand by hiir, 
to fill up every place thus made vacant. 
He had confidence in the good intention of 
every man who had voted ou this matter, 
and he was quite satieiiod they would fulfil 
their promise.

Vaucoaver Club Wins Junior Four 
Oars In N.P.A.A.O. Regatta- 
To-Day'8 Kaces. 

Progrramnie of the Lawn Tennis Tour- 
nament—Third Heat Harris 
Boad Bace. 



The water was decidedly lumpy on Eequl- 
mi»It harbor yesterday, and conaequently 
good ruoing time was out of tho quoation. 
The firat day of tho K.P.A.A.O. regatta, 
however, was a bright nno for the Vancou- 
ver Boating Club, whoso junior crew won the 
four-oared race from the James Bays and 
Burrard Inlet, 

In tho morning several of tho senior orewa 
wore out for apina. A fresh southweat wind 
was blowing and rnllljd up tho water, so 
that the Portlands had to atop and bail out, 
while tho Scaitlea came back from their 
practice with their shell almost full of 
water. To guard against rough eeas, moit 
of tho boats had tho weather boards fas- 
tened to their aides in tho morning prepara- 
tory to tho big Benior raoea to-day. 

Tho acono around the landing in the 
afternoon waa a livoly one, with the crowd 
of boating men, and tho hottla in the vicin- 
ity decked out with bunting in honor of 
tho occasion. At 2 o'clock J. Stuart Yatea, 
V'ioo Commodore of the Aasoeiation, pre- 
sided at a meeting of the captains of tho 
various orewa, and lots were drawn for 
positions in the janlor fours. The Burrard 
Inlets got the inside course, the Jamoa lUya 
the centre and the Vancouver Boating Club 
the outside. There was not really much 
choice of position, bat perhaps the oatsido 
course might be a littiei the more advan 
tageoua at the fiolsh, where the boat getting 
it would aooner have the shelter of the 
share after paaaing tho mouth of the harbor. 

Lieut. Muggridgc, R. N., acted as starter, 
Capt. Finnis, R. N., and the timekeepera, 
Measra Jones, Eokardt and Chambera, fol- 
lowing the racae on one of the Royal 
Arthur's steam pinnaces, Mr. Fallerton and 
Mr. Hyne, K. N , acting as judges at the 
Qniah. 

The Burrard Inlota were the first crew 
out, the Biya following soon after, and the 
Vancouver Boating C ub last. 

Aq enthuaiastic admirer of tho Vancouv- 
ois throw an old shoo after them for luck, 
lb waa accepted aa a good omen, and stowed 
away under a seat with the remark that the 
Vancouvers would pasB the winning line 
first — and they did. 

The water waa decidedly rongt,, T?!lh 
whitecapa ehowing, and slow time waa pre- 
dicted la the race. The crews paddled up 
the course oarefnlly to avoid being swamped, 
and lined np as follows at the atarting 
point :

half ahead, the Vancouvers next to them, 
and the Burrard Inleta aplaahing aomewhat 
oloae behind. In leaa than a (|uarter of a 
mile from|tho start Boulton,tho atroke of tho 
Jamea Bayo, bad hia aeab jammed, and tho 
crew atopped rowing while he hurriedly 
tried to fix it, Baok dropped tho boat three 
or four lengths before tho Biya could get 
another atroko in, and no sooner did they 
buf^in to row again than the aoat gob jammed 
again and tintilly camo away altogether.
